"Nationalism Is not an evil 
force if It drives people to greater 
effort for respect of rights of 
fellowmen ... It Is a strong factor 
which will make the .Middle East 
prominent In the future" was Mr. 
Nuri Eren's main point in his talk 
yesterday on "The Middle East 
and Turkey in World Affairs." Dr. 
Eren spoke before a group of stud- 
ents and visitors in Moyse Hull at 
12:10 p.m. 

Mr. Eren emphasized the fact 
that the Middle East is the birth 
of Western Civilization. That area 
takes in fourteen countries, which

geographically aru on the Iron 
Curtain border. The economy of 
these countries are halt fordluss- 
ia, as the oil there provides 75% 
of Europe's supply and Is a re- 
serve for 60% of the world. Liwe- 
wlse tiie economic and social un- 
rest leaves them open for foreign 
Interference. 

On the other hand, .Air. Bron 
pointed out that Turkey Is parti- 
cularly adverse to Communism, 
economically, since It Is primarily 
an agricultural country, with fi2% 
of the farmers (80% of the popu- 
lation) owning that own land. 

The hencflclal results of the 
1923 Turkish revolution were re- 
viewed. It was found that liter- 
acy has Increased In the past 20 
years by 50% as a result of the 
greater number of schools. At 
present, 1>% of the national bud- 
get is devoted to education, a 
greater proportion than In Canada.

The Genial Republic 



The statement, recently in news, that 
private American capital investment in 
Canada has reached a new high will no 
doubt warm the hearts of those who point 
with pride to Canada's present boom in in- 
dustrial expansion. In the development of 
natural resources especially, spectacular 
progress has been made since the war. 

Under such conditions, the fact that the 
U.S.A. is the largest foreign investor in 
Canada and that Canada contains more 
American capital investment than any 
other country in the world is apt to be 
ignored. This is a pity, for the fact is. a 
significant one. 

In terms of cold cash more signiifcantly 
than in any other form, is Canada's de- 
pendence on the genial republic illustrated. 
The extent to which we read their litera- 
ture, listen to their broadcasting and watch 
their movies pales in comparison with the 
degree to which we live on the Americans' 



Such cultural and economic association 
of a small nation with a larger one suggest 
strongly that political association — in 
plain language: absorption — is not far 
off. It is occasionally said that Canada's 
ability to have survived this long is itself 
somewhat miraculous. 

If a nation has a distinct culture or 
"way of life", but has little ultimate con- 
trol over its own economy, perhaps it mat- 
ters little what its political status among 
its neighbors is, providing that this essent- 
ial identity can maintain itself. On the 
other hand, the nation which wholehearted- 
ly follows the cultural lead of another and 
is also in the economic grip of that country, 
but can claim no individuality in its own 
right, surely becomes a somewhat purpose- 
less entity by remaining politically separate 
from that country. 

There is as yet, fortunately, no militant 
annexationist movement in Canada. But it

pies do not like tho effect of in- 
dustrialization on the west. There- 
fore, they are trying to elimlnuto 
Its ills und adopt only its potential 
benefits. 

"The key to tho ivholo problem 
Is this: any rhango in economic 
policy Is only Justified if it makes 
possible tho enjoyment of, fuller 
lives by tho affected people." 'Any 
Hort of development must bo key- 
ed to the right social ends. 

"Another fundamental quesl'- 
lon," said Grler, "Is whether or 
not democracy Is capablo of tho 
rnpld_ development needed In a 
country such aR India." 

He then cited India's feudal 
land system as an example to 
provo his point. Down through 
the generations land owners have 
caused the land to be split up bad- 
ly; American economists have 
criticised this situation, but tho 
pcoplo who own the lands do not 
want to give them up. 

Crier then spoke of the Indian 
culture system, which, he said, 
Is actually feudal socialism. 

"Generations of families Hvo 
together In ono house. A mnn's 
responsibility is flrat and fore- 
most to his family, and In fulfill- 
ing tho position in life that his 
father held before him."

Grler mentioned Onandl'a philos- 
ophy as being a combination of 
tho two. 

Indian bocIbI economists believe 
in a decentralized Industrializa- 
tion, or "coUqgr Industry".

The Genial Republic 



The statement, recently in news, that 
private American capital investment in 
Canada has reached a new high will no 
douht warm the hearts of those who point 
with pride to Canada's present boom in in- 
dustrial expansion. In the development of 
natural resources especially, spectacular 
progress has been made since the war. 

Under such conditions, the fact that the 
U.S.A. is the largest foreign investor in 
Canada and that Canada contains more 
American capital investment than any 
other country in the world is apt to be 
ignored. This is a pity, for the fact is a 
significant one. 

In terms of cold cash more signiifcantly 
than in any other form, is Canada's de- 
pendence on the gonial republic illustrated. 
The extent to which we read their litera- 
ture, listen to their broadcasting and watch 
their movies pales in comparison with the 
degree to which we live on the Americans' 



Such cultural and economic association 
of a small nation with a larger one suggest 
strongly that political association — in 
plain language: absorption — is not far 
off. It is occasionally said that Canada's 
ability to have survived this long is itself 
somewhat miraculous. 

If a nation lias a distinct culture or 
"way of life", but has little ultimate con- 
trol over its own economy, perhaps it mat- 
ters little what its political status among 
its neighbors is, providing that this essent- 
ial identity can maintain itself. On the 
other hand, the nation which wholehearted- 
ly follows the cultural lead of another and 
is also in the economic grip of that country, 
but can claim no individuality in its own 
right, surely becomes a somewhat purpose- 
less entity by remaining politically separate 
from that country. 

There is as yet, fortunately, no militant 
annexationist movement in Canada. But it 
esteem a pity that we admit Wall Street

pics do not like the effect of In- 
dustrialization on the west. There- 
fore, they are trying to eliminate 
Its ills and adopt only Its potential 
benefits. 

"The key In the whole problem 
Is this: any clinngo in economic 
policy is only justified If It makes 
possible tho enjoyment o( fuller 
lives by tho affected people." Any 
sort of development must be key- 
ed to the right social ends. 

"Another fundamental quest'- 
Ion," said Grler, "Is whether or 
not democracy Is cupablo of tho 
rapid development needed in n 
country such as India." 

He then cited India's feudal 
land system as an example to 
prove his point. Down through 
the generations land owners have 
caused the land to be spill up bad- 
ly! American economists have 
criticised this situation, but tho 
peoplo who own the lands do not 
want to give them up. 

Grler then spoke of the Indian 
rulturo system, which, ho said, 
is actually feudal socialism. 

"Generations of families live 
together In one house. A man's 
responsibility Is first and fore- 
most to his family, and In fulfill- 
ing the position in life that his 
father held before him." 

Tho Western Idea of society 



Grler mentioned Ghandi's philos- 
ophy as being a combination of 
tho two. 

Indian social economists hellevn 
In a decentralized Industrializa- 
tion, or "coltngo Industry". This 
policy would protect the worker's 
Individuality amid countless other 
men, and It would be the answer 
to rural unemployment. 

Iti speaking of education, Grler 
staled tho main stumbling block 
here was tho lack of capital to 
build schools and universities, and 
the absence of suitable teachers.
